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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to an AMENDMENT filed by the Applicant 
entered on June 30, 2007. 

2. Claims 26-50 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 26-50 
are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, as 
per MPEP §2111.01, In re Donaldson Co.. Inc.. 29 USPQ 2d 1 845, 1 850 (Fed. Cir. 
1994), or In re Sneed . 710 F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of 
the references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of 
limitations specified in the independent claims, specifically: "upon reaching said first 
predefined goal, automatically changing behavior of content management rules applied 
to said content in real time" (as defined ar e.g. at page 9, paragraph 22; page 11, 
paragraph 27; pages 12-13, paragraph 30; pages 21-22, paragraphs 43-45; pages 25- 
26, paragraph 52 of the specification of the instant application) as specified in 
independent claims 26, 37 and 48. 

Zothner (US Patent #6,775,658) discloses a method for providing notifications of 
services to users. Business rules are mapped to business triggers so that actions can 
be performed based on the rule execution. Notifications with appropriate information 
are sent to the recipients based on business conditions and business rule actions. 

Hoskens discloses a system for recommending entertainment content items to a 
user. Upon request of the user, the system accesses the user profile and a content 
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interest database. The system uses the relationships between the content items to 
determine a subset of content items to present to the user. 

However, the combined teachings of Zothner and Hoskens do not teach "upon 
reaching said first predefined goal, automatically changing behavior of content 
management rules applied to said content in real time" as specified in independent 
claims 26, 37 and 48. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
